""What amused our party most up to 


tbo Adirondacks," said a Scran ton man,

owla alighted on a tree over us und be- 
gan to tell stories and. laugh.

OPPOSITION 
NOT KEVOtUTIOX. 


Benator Butler of South Carolina is 


opposed to the uncouditioaal repeal of 
the Sherman Act. La the Senate a few 
days ago Senator Voorhees of Indiana, 
the leader of the Koldbugs, said the 
question now confronting the Senate 
is, whether the Senate is capable of 
self-government? To this intimation 
that the very existence of the Republic 
depended upon the ability of the Wall 
Street combination to pass the repeal 
bill, Senator Butler of South Carolina 
replied dignifledly but defiantly as fol- 
lows: 


"!H the country to be impressed with 
the conviction thai because the repeal 
bill cannot pass the Senate there is a 
revolution in the country and it cannot 
govern itself? Tb> is neither a legiti- 
mate nor a fair conclusion. This is 
not a crucial teat of republican insti- 
tutions, taut the ukfiso has gone forth, 
the imperial elect has boeii given to the 
world that this measure must pass, 
and the country's government must 
stop until it does pass, and we must, 
perhaps, obey.

It Is the Only Country In the World Where 


Foundlings Are Debarred From the 
Workhouse—Their Care Intrusted to the 
Bcflned and Wealthy. 
There ia only one country in the world 


\vhcro orphan children and foundlings 
are debarred from admission to the vrork- 
lioi ae. It is in Austria, -whichmaintains 
that to place the stigma of pauperism 
npon the pool little things is to handi- 
cap them later on in the race for life and 
bread, and thus to lessen their chance of 
ever becoming self supporting' and self 
respecting citizens. That their reason- 
ing is) just is shown by the results. 
Whereas in Paris, London and Berlin 
the majority of children born in work- 
houses return yeard afterward to die 
thpre. In Vienna it is a most unusual 
occurre-ice for a foundling or an orphan 
dependent xipon public charity to be- 
come in old age a charge upon the com- 
munity. 


In Austrian cities children of this class 


are boarded out in the families of work- 
men living m tho suburbs at the expense 
of the municipality. 
But their care is 


intrusted, not to the workhouse authori- 
ties, but to gentlemen and ladies of 
leisure-, fortune and respectability, who 
practically become the guardians of the 
little ones. 


Their charge is a purely honorary one, 


and they are chosen as a rule by the 
burgomaster of the city or town from 
among the nobility, the retired magis- 
trates, the half pay officers, the rich 
childless widows and wealthy old maids. 
They bear the title of orphan fathers 
and orphan mothers, and so honorable 
i? tho position legarded by the popula- 
tion thab the mayor never experiences 
any difficulty in securing the services of 
a sufficient number of such official par- 
ents. 


During the early youth of their wards 


tho duties of these orphan parents oro 
confined to visiting them at unexpected 
times and to keeping the people with 
whom they board up to the mark by 
showing them that the children have 
powerful protectors. Upon the official 
parent devolves tho responsibility of de- 
ciding tlio special calling in life for 
which the youngsters show the most apt- 
itude, tho only stipulation made by the 
municipal atithonties being that the boys 
should be taught some skilled labor or 
profession calculated to give them later 
on a chaiico of being able to support a 
wifo and lainilj and to lay by provision 
for old agy. "When those lads go outinto 
tho w oil O, it ib to their official parent 
that they turn for a character, and i; 
evil days come to them they appeal to 
thoir official protectors for help. 


It is an incalculable benefit for a boy 


who is just starting out in life to have a 
man of position to stand by him and to 
hpeak to tho world in his favor, nor is 
there anything in connection between 
the two to ruffle the independence of the 
jounger, for when once launched in life 
tho elder stands to him simply in the re- 
lation of an old and tried friend, whose 
advic o ho may follow or not as he pleases, 


With regard to the orphan or found- 


ling girls, they are mostly trained for 
dotneblic service, which, however, they 
aro not permitted to enter before the 
;igo of 14, and then it becomes the or- 
phan mother's duty to investigate the 
character of tho persons who propose to 
employ hor, to seo that she is well treat- 
ed and eventually, when she marries, to 
(md ont about tho man's reputation anc 
as to whether he has the means of keep- 
ing a wifo. 


Usually it 13 from her own house thai 


the niarri.ino takes place, and at every 
turn the giil is made to foel tho advan- 
tage of having a lady of rank to whom 
»ho full always appeal, who is bound to 
protect her, to defend her when wrong- 
tully accubcd and to guard her aa far aa 
possible from evil. 


Thanks to these orphan parents, heredi- 


tary pauperism in Austria has been 
•practically btampcd out, and there is 
innch in tho system that may commend 
itself to people on this side of the Atlan- 
tic. The condition of the pauper orphans 
and of tho foundlings now dependenl 
upon the public charity of this great 
metropolis would certainly be vastly im- 
proved and tho future prospects of theht- 
tlo unfortunates rendered more promis- 
ing were our leading citizens and their 
\\ ivc.3 to follow the example/of the people 
iu similar standing iu Austria, and to add 
a now and useful interest to their lives 
by assuming tho honorary and honorable 
office of orphan parents.—New York 
Tribune. 


A Stilt Race In France. 


A French scientific journal gives par- 


ticulars of a stilt race (course d'echaS' 
biers) at Bordeaux, in which Aime Mar 
tin, a young man under 20, beat the rec- 
ord by covering 440 kilometers (about 
275 miles) HI 76 hours and 35 miuutes. 
His stilts \\ero about 6 feet long and 
weighed over 10 pounds. His bare feet 
.vcre not injured by the friction, and he 
ull'ered 110 inconvenience. Another race 
>( portanieres—that is, women who car- 
i-y burdens on their heads—•was won by 
Margaret Pujol, 80 years of ago. Her 
burden consisted of a basket laden with 
45 pounds, and tho course was 0 kilonie 
ters (about 5J miles), which she covered 
in 1 hour and 5 minutes.—Exchange.
